2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 2 in 
the amendment filed on 04 October 2004, in the section labeled " IN THE 
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SPECIFICATION ", on line 3 of the amended paragraph, the phrase "The guides (27)" 
should be replaced with "The guides 27". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP 1136205 in view of Klingel (5,605,492). EP 1 136205 discloses the invention 
including a bed (20) onto which at least two logs (1 5) are fed by a conveyor (1 2) with 
thrusters (1 3) toward a cutting head (32), that the conveyor with thrusters passes below 
the cutting head (Fig. 2), that the cutting device act transversally on the at least two logs 
separating an equal number of finished rolls of a predetermined length (Fig. 1), that the 
conveyor with thrusters is actuated by a stepper motor (19), and that the at least two 
logs are arranged in channel in which thrusters are inserted (17) but fails to disclose 
that the cutting head comprises a cutting nozzle that is rotatably mounted on a portal 
structure and that the cutting nozzle which is rotatably mounted on an arm which is 
roatable around a pin that is integral with the portal structure. Klingel teaches a cutting 
head that comprises a cutting nozzle (25) that is rotatably mounted (33) on a portal 
structure (34) and that the cutting nozzle (25) which is rotatably mounted (35) on an arm 
(36) which is roatable around a pin (30) that is integral with the portal structure (34). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of 
the invention, to have provided EP 1136205 with the cutting nozzle, as taught by 
Klingel, to allow for a more precise cutting apparatus. 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP 1 136205 in view of Klingel as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of 
Erickson et al. EP 1 136205 and Klingel disclose the invention including that the cutting 
head is mounted on a portal structure (34 of Klingel) and comprises a cutting nozzle that 
is connected through a duct to a high-pressure water source (53 of Klingel) but fail to 
disclose that the portal structure that movable forwards and backwards with respect to 
the bed. Erickson et al. teaches a portal structure that is movable forwards and 
backwards with respect to the bed (20, 22, and 24). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to have provided 
EP 1 136205 in view of Klingel with a movable portal structure, as taught by Erickson et 
al., to allow the cutter to change the cutting position. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 

1 136205 in view of Klingel as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Rudy. EP 
1 136205 and Klingel disclose the invention but fail to disclose' at least one guide integral 
and located below the bed. Rudy teaches a guide integral and located below the bed 
(10). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
of the invention, to have provided EP 1 136205 in view of Klingel with a guide integral 
and located below the bed, as taught by Rudy, to create a more durable cutting 
structure. 
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7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
